These  Associations  are  financed  mainly  by  voluntary 
subscriptions,  with  a capitation  contiibution  from  the  Depwade 
Board  of  Guardians. 

There  is  no  employment  of  Midwife  by  the  Public 
Health  authority. 

Five  Midwives  are  practising  in  the  District. 

There  is  a Baby  Welfare  Clinic  at  Harleston. 

There  is  no  Hospital  available  in  the  District.  General 
cases  are  usually  sent  to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  at 
Norwich. 

During  the  year  29  cases  have  been  assisted  with  7845 
pints  of  milk,  at  a total  cost  of  £114  11s.  4d.,  i.e.  : Expectant 
Mothers  £7  2s.  2d.  ; Nursing  Mothers  £84  Os.  10|d.  ; Young 
Children  £78  8s.  8£d. 

Each  case  is  visited  monthly  by  a Parish  Correspondent, 
and  the  thanks  of  the  Council  are  due  to  these  ladies  for  their 
help  and  interest. 

There  is  no  Ambulance  available  in  the  District.
